KElfATOS BEN. HILL. 


Seimtor Hill, of Georgia, is one of tho 


marked men of the day. Some of his 
peculiarities have been published to the 
world in a manner to attract attention to 
his personality, and his extreme political 
views have given him prominence in his 
party and made him a target for these on 
the other side. 


Senator Hill is now reported in a dy- 


ing condition, his disease being cancer in 
the mouth. 
His case attracts 
much 


attention for with all his 
eccentrici- 


ties he is probably the most pow- 
erful orator in t!>o South, and is distin- 
guished as a lawyer. His speech on tho 
amnesty question in tho House in the 
Forty-fourth Congress, when Mr. Elaine 
and Mr. Garfield so eloquently denounced 
Jeff Davis for his responsibility for tho 
Andersonville prison-pen horrors, at onee 
garo him a national reputation, though 
he had just entered Congress. The tone 
of the speech, however, was unfortunate 
for himself and the Democratic party, and 
his address was used largely, and with ef- 
fect, at the North as a Republican cam- 
paign document. 


Senator Hill is forty-eight^-ears of age, 


a native of Georgia, and is a graduate of 
the university of his native slate. 
He 


served in the Georgia legislature before 
the war. and in 1855 was the Know Noth- 
ing candidate for Congress, but was de- 
feated. In 1857 he was the Know Noth- 
ing candidate for Governor of Georgia, 
but was defeated by Joe Brown, his pres- 
ent colleague in the Senate, then as now 
a Democrat, although he has completely 
boxed the political compass. Hill was a 
Union mnn at the breaking nut of the war 
but went over with his state. 
He was 


afterwards 
a Confederate Senator and 


prisoner at Port Lafayette. He entered 
the National House of Representatives in 
1875. and has since been continuously in 
the House and Senate.

applicants for charity funds have been 
weeded out, and many a man who de- 
pended upon public or private gifts for a 
livelihood has been compelled to go lo 
work and earn his own living as ho was 
abundantly able to do. 
Without some 


such system we should soon come to have 
a pauper class largely made up of persons 
who belong to it from choice and not 
from necessity. 
Iu fact this evil was 


fast coming to be iixed upon our Ameri- 
can society everywhere at it has long 
been in the old world. 


Our attention is called to this subject

Dr. Hamilton is reported to hav-9 pre- 


scribed as the first requirement of an im- 
proved sanitary condition:—"That all 
plumbing having any direct or indirect 
communication with tho sewers shall bo 
excluded from those portions of 
our 


houses which wo habitually occupy. 
In 


other words, that it shall bo placed in a 
separate building or annex." 


This requirement is simply an impos- 


sible one, and the theory on which it is 
based is not correct. It is quite true that 
such plumbing work as is to be found to- 
day m nine out of ten houses, even in 
Fiftn avenue, is unsafe and ought not to 
be allowed to remain within the same 
four walls with a family of human beings. 
On the other hand, it would bo utterly 
impossible, in our climate, without too 
greatly increasing the cost and the re- 
quirement of careful supervision, to maiu- 
tain the necessary plumbing works in 
their efficiency iu a building substantially 
detached from the main house. There is 
no doubt that the luxury of a wide distri- 
bution of plumbing appliances throughout 
the whole house has led to a great 
increase of risk, and to a wide dissemina- 
tion of dangerous defects. 
The use of 


stationary washbasins in. bedrooms not 
immediately adjoining soilpipns is to be 
deprecated; and everything should bo 
reduced to the simplest elements that will 
give tho necessary sanitary control of tho 
waste matters of the house.
